Arctic Trapper Endures Hardships Al- 
most Incredible Even in the Land 
of Frozen Suns.

TACOMA (Wash.) Jan. 4.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Grit and Irish pluck 
have saved the life of John McMurry, 
trapper, living alone near the head- 
waters of Doaz River, 150 miles north 
of the Teslin Post of Tayior & Drury.

FROM FEAST TO GRAVE. 


FATE 


NINE FIXED 
AT JOYFUL REUNI 


Their Death Follows Ealing of Home- — 
Preserved Pears Which Cause Vir- | 
ulent Ptomaine Poisoning—Phypsi- 
cians Called Too Late to Save. 


INE women and cnildren are dead 
and others may die from the re- 
sult of ptomaine poison, bred in a 

jar of preserved pears put up by one 

of them. 

It was a happy New Year's reunion 
at the home of Mrs. D. G. Valdes in 
Sawtelle, that twelve of her descend- 
ants partook of the deadly dessert, 


and only one escaped being stricken.

ily reunion planned by Mrs. Vaidez 
at her residence on Eleventh street, 


near Illinois avenue, Sawteile. Those 


who graced the family table were uall 
relatives, including the daughters of 
Mrs. Valdez and their sons and 
daughters, all descended from the well- 
known Mexican family of Marquez, 
whose progenitors, more than a cen- 
tury ago, built the first house that 
was erected on the present site of 
Santa Monica by the sea. 

Ot the twelve who partook of the 
family reunion dinner, which was 
given Sunday afternoon at the Valdez 
nome on Eleventh street, in Sawtelle, 
nine were dead last night, and two 
were in a dying condition and not 
expected to survive the night. 

The twelfth, Mrs. Preciado, one of 
the daughters of the hostess, is seri- 
ously sick from nervous prostration. 
Sse detected a peculiar taste about 
the canned pears that were served, 
and contented herself by swallowing 
nly u tiny particle of the deadly des- 


PENALTY 1S DEATH. 

Although the dinner was eaten Sun- 
day afternoon, none of the guests were 
indisposed either that night or Mon- 
aay morning. On the afternoon ot 
Monday little Frank Garcia was stricx- 
en suddenly at he family home in 
Santa Monica. 
Dr. Folsom was called. He diagnosed 
the case as ptomaine potsoning and 
Jeft remedies to be administered by 
the family. He considered it a criti- 
cal case, but was not placed in pos- 
sexsion of any details in connection 
with the dinner party. He was not 


called in. 

The child died late Monday evening. 
No notice of the death was reported to 
the police or health departments of 
Santa Monica and no undertaker was 
called. It was not until noon of yes- 
terday that the services of an under- 
taker were sought. 

During the night of Monday Mrs. 
Valdez was stricken, while visiting at 
the Marquez home on Tenth street, 
Santa Monica. Ir death occurred 
at & o'clock yesterday morning.

The fruit 
in one of the jars showed siight dis- 
coloration, and when tasted after the 
top had been removed from the jar, 
was observed to have a slight 
“twang.” Mrs. Valdex thought the 
fruit had eimply worked.“ or fer- 
mented a trifle. In order to correct 
that she emptisd it into a granite 
receptacle and heated it quickly on 
the stove. 

That seemed to have removed the 
evidences of fermentation, although 
those who ate of the fruit, m speak- 
ing of the matter later, and before

Dr. Campbell, autopey surgeon from 
the Coroner's office, went to Sawtelle 
yesterday afternoon, and after a de- 
liberate examination and critical in- 
vestigation, concurred in the general 
conclusion. He saw the dend and the 
dying and took what remained of the 
uneaten fruit for the purpose of 
chemical anatysis. 

Relatives of the dead wil! ask that 
an autopsy held for the purpose of 
establishing beyond qimstion 
cause of death. This will perhaps be 
conducted by Dr. Campbell, at the in- 
stance of the Cofoner as ‘the family 
and friénds he expresmed a desire 
that the matter have the closest scru- 
tiny, with the abject of leu ning any 
facts that might. prove of! va.ue to the 
medical ‘profession in the detection of 
this insiktious farm of fr m. or in 
saving the lives of those who may 
come in contact with it. 
UNUSIIAL CASE.

The preserved pears look forbidding.

The peaches appear wholesome, and 
Dr. Campbell says he does not believe 
that they had armything to do with 
the death of the victimes. The pears 
were “put up” last September. 

poison pamiyzed the. respira- 
tory centers of the victima, and this 
was the immediate cause of their 
deaths,” said Dr. Campbell. “Their 
lungs refused to perform their func- 
tions. The doctors used atrophine to 
strengthen respiration, and introduced 
oxygen, but although there was noth- 
ing else to do, such measures could 
only slightly postpone the inevitabie. 
The doctors did the best they could. 
I believe, to save the lives of the 
ple, but their attention was cal to 
the cares too late. 

“Tt is remarkabr that the poison 
could have been in the systems of the 
people so long and yet nat have mani- 
fest iteelf until such a long time 
after®ard.”

SYMPTOWVS OF PTOMAINE. 

“They died with spmems, which was 
to be expected, when the lungs refused 
to supply oxygen to the system,” said 
Dr. Campbell.

BODY IDENTIFIED. 


Remains of Miss Celine Borde Are 
Brought to Santa Monica from 
Up the Beach. 

SANTA MONICA, Jan. 4.—The mor- 
tuary wagon of Bresee Bros. & Todd 
arrived down the beach at 4 o'clock 


the young woman cast up by the sea 
Sunday. The trip.up the beach, thir- 
ty-two miles, to the Dooley ranch, 
where the body drifted In, was a haz- 
ardous one,-owing to the encroach- 
ment of the high tides upon the wagon 
road. 

As identified by a silver breastpin 
of butterfiy pattern, the body is rec- 
ognized as being that of iss Celine 
Borde, missing from the indermére 
Hotel since December 17%. Mrs. Rose

tively that the remains were those of 
her relative. 

Although the sea has given up its 
dead, the mystery of the disappear- 
ance is unexplained.

It has been 
buffetted by the tides and beaten up- 
on the rocks. One shoe and the over- 
skirt are missing. It is not known 
whether the woman leaped into the 
sea from the municipal pier or walked 
far up the beach und was caught by 
the tide.
